MAN WHO GAVE $1,000,000

S. B. Roath, Who Made Fortune in Chi- 
gage and Distributed Half Among 
Relatives, Succumbs at Norwich. 


Norwich, Conn., Feb. 14.—{Special.}—S. 
B. Roath died here tonight. He was 76 years 
old and a native of this city. Mr. Roath 
amassed a fortune in Chicago and two years 
ago distributed $1,000,000 among his rela- . 
tives. He was unmarried. 

Roath was a lifelong associate of John 8.

Minnesota House Receives Bil) Provid- 
ing That Property of Any Combine 
Shall Be Confiscated. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 14—-[Special.}—To 
protect trade and commerce against unlaw- 
ful restraint Representatives Rockne and 
Ofsthun intrgfuced im the house today a 
joint bill which, they contend, ‘would make 


nesota after June 1. 

The bill provides that every con made 
by any persons to form a : or 
engage in any combination in restraint of 
trade shall constitute a felony, and that 
those forming such contracts shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of $5,000 or one year’s imprison- 
ment, or both. The property of the combi- 
nation shall be confiscated and forfeited to 
the state on the same principle that contra- 
band goods were confiscated by the federal 
authorities. 

It is provided the attorney general shall 
investigate the business of any combination 
upop complaint of a competitor, and that 
any person praving damage from such,combi- 
‘nation may recover in court three times the 
actual damage. No firm: or company shall 
be allowed to do business in Minnesota un- 
less the stockholders are not liable for its 
debts. 

Any combination offering special prices 
or rates to destroy competition shal] be sub- 
ject to the same penalty as provided. for 
forming combinations.

Gripenberg, former commander of the sec- 
ond army, with insubordination in leaying his 
command without authority, but the story 
cannot be traced to a responsible source, and 
perhaps represents simply a new version of 
the incident. 

While definite information continues to be 
lacking, it seems to be generally accepted 
that Gen. Gripenberg, after the recent flank- 
ing operation, blamed the commahder in 
chief for his failure to support him, and, 
after a stormy scene, started for Russia to 
personally report to the emperor.. 


Casualties for First Year. 

The official returns for the first year of 
the war, not including the Port Arthur sta- 
tistics, show that 130,439 officers and men 
passed through the hospitals going north, of 
which number 1,710 officers were wounded 
and 1,308 were sick, 53,890 men were wound- 
ed and 72,581 were sick, 4,007 subsequently 
died in hospitals, 6,474 wounded and 11,248 
sick were invalided, 9,429 returned to Rus- 
sia, and 21,554 are still in hospitals. Over 
77,000, therefore, presumably returned to the 
ranks. These figures do ngt include the 
numbers of those killed on the fleld of battle 
nor probably those slightly injured who re- 
mained temporarily in field hospitais. 

The showing is considered remarkably 
good. The proportion dying in hospitals is 
low, the total loss to the active army in 
wounded and sick being a little over 50,000,. 
of whom almost half have still a chance of 
returning to the ranks. The other half will 
be invalided or returned to Russia. The

Vice Admiral Togo departed from Kure 
yesterday, Feb. 13, his destination being kept 
secret.

Réports from Liaoyang place the total Rus- 
sian force between the Shakhe river and 
Harbin at 450,000, of which 280,000 are on the 
fighting line. The condition of the prisoners 
and of the bodies of the dead indicate that 
the Russians are short of sho¢s and winter 
clothing. Late estimates of the Russian 
losses at Heikoutai place the number at 
25,000.

PRESIDENT AND SENATE. 

In the matter of the divergence of views 
between the president and the senate as to 
the arbitration treaties which it has amend- 
ed and which he has given notice he will not 
resubmit in their amended shape to the 
powers with which they were negotiated, the 
senate isin the right. The president does 
rot interpret the constitution correctly and 
the senate does. ~ 

It is the opinjon of constitutional lawyers 
who are not directly concerned in the con- 
troversy that every agreement between this 
country and any other power isa treaty, no 
matter whether it be called one or not, and 
therefore to be valid must be submitted to 
and ratified by the senate. It is because 
they believe this and not because they desire 
to enlarge the powers ofthe senate that men 
like Senator Spooner, who understand the 
constitution thoroughly, take issue with the 
executive. They are forced to say with 
Luther, “ I can do no otherwise.” 

The arbitration treaties as submitted em- 
powered the executive to make agreements 
to refer: certain classes of cases to The 
Hague tribunal for settlement. The inten- 
tion was, presumably, to dispense with the 
concurrence’ of the senate in making the 
agreements. But as they, even when relat- 
ing to inconsiderable matters, are treaties, 
their ratification by the senate is necessary. 
That body cannot delegate its treaty mak- 
ing power to the executive. 

It is true that the senate is often dilatory 

in dealing with treaties. Sometimes it 
exercises in an irrational manner its right to 
amend them. There are occasions when ac- 
tion on matters that it would be desirable 
to settle promptly is delayed because the 
senate is not in session. 
tion must be followed, no matter how great 
the inconveniences. 
-, At present agents of the United States 
are in possession of the custom houses at 
two Dominican ports. They are collecting the 
revenues, paying a portion to an American 
company which has a claim against the 
Dominican government and the remainder 
to that government. This is being done pur- 
suant to the finding of a court of arbitration 
which was created by a protocol or agree- 
ment which was not ratified by the senate. 
The object of the agreement was to secure 
the rights of American citizens and was com- 
mendable, but if it had been laid before the 
senate and ratified by it the legality of the 
agreement and all that has been done under 
it would not be open to attack.

THE RACE PROBLEM. 

President Roosevelt’s remarks on the race 
problem are likely to be taken in good part 
by southerners, with the exception of men 
of the stamp of Gov. Vardaman, who as- 
sume that they alone underst@nd that prob- 
lem and that no northerner has any business 
to discuss the subject. The president praises 
the south for what it has done towards the 
uplifting of the black’ man and does not re- 
proach it because it has left much undone. 
Southerners have often said that in some 
ways the negro is worse treated in the north 
The president admits 
that the attitude of the north towards the 
black man is far from being what it 
should be. 

The excellent advice given by the presi- 
dent that law abiding black men should, 
for the sake of their own race, be foremost 
in. relentless warfare against lawbreakers 
of that race, is a repetition of the words of 
It has been said again and 
again in half way extenuation of outrages 
on the negroes that not. one of them would | 
lift a finger to bring a black criminal! to 
justice. 

Occasionally southerners have pretended 
to discover in something the president has 
done a desire to bring about the social equal- 
ity of the races. He said in the course of 
his remarks day before yesterday that “ any 
social intermingling of the races ” is a ques- 
tion that must be left to “the people of 
each community to settle for themselves, 
keeping in mind the fact that there must be 
no confusing of civil privileges with social 
intercourse.” All the president insists on 
for the black man in the horth or south is 
“equality of opportunity, equality of treat- 
ment before the law.” 

The president admits the perplexity of 
the problem he discusses. He does not pre- 
tend that any.given way of approaching it 
will bring about a reasonably satisfactory 
solution in his time. But he has that faith

Americans. If white and black men alike 
will strive to do their duty—and he trusts 
they will—he believes that in the fullness of 
time the race problem will be settled. There 
is indeed no other way 
settled.

THE CITY'S URGENT NEED. 

Wher a fire engine dashes through the 
streets of the business district the by- 
standers stand agape with mingled curi- 
osity, excitement, and admiration. It is a 
thrilling spectacle. The horses are on the 
run, the firemen are buttoning on their 
coats, the engineer is shoveling coal into 
the engine, and evidently no time is being 
lost in getting ready to fight the flames. 
But in the meantime the fire is busy, too. 
Every second of time that it takes to get 
to the fire destroys chances of saving prop- 
erty, for it has been said by experts that 
“the cost of a fire increases in geometric 
ratio to the seconds which elapse before 
water is applied.” In other words, the de- 
struction caused by fire is doubled every 
second until the fire bas run its course. 

The fire engine in the congested district 
of Chicago is the embodiment of antiquated 
methods. It is a confession of impotence, 
for the present facilities for fighting fire in 
the downtown section of the city are insig- 
nificant. The danger of a terrible confia- 
gration hangs over that treasure house. 
The property owner who comforts himself 
with the thought that his wealth is pro- 
tected by fireproof buildings, sprinkler sys- 
tems, adequate insurance, or special pro- 
tection of any or all kinds is deceiving him- 
self. | 

This danger has long been realized by the 
fire department itself and by fire insurance 
companies. The council has realized it ever 
since it passed an ordinance on July 20, 
1903, providing for the installation of the 
high pressure water system in certain dis- 
mtricts outlined im that ordinance. The | 


‘members of the commission on high pres- 
sure water systems have appreciated the 


j importance of the work delegated to them 
by the council. They have made careful 


investigations through the experts em- 
ployed at the public expense and have sub- 
initted a report. They have made esti- 
mates of the cost of installing adequate fire 
protection in the ‘most congested districts. 
The matter now rests with the finance com- 
mittee and the city council to make the 
necessary appropriations. 

The commission which has had the sub- 
ject of high pressure water systems in 
‘charge has submitted with its report an 
opinion from the corporation counsel to the 
effect that the water fund can be used for 
the construction of high pressure systems. 
If there is enough money in the water de- 
partment to give the congested district sci- 
entific fire protection why should not it 
be used for that most desirable purpose? 

The heavy fire losses since the beginning 
of the year, the difficulties which the fire- 
men have encountered from an insufficient. 
supply of water because of small mains 
and an inadequate supply of water, are 
forcible arguments for better. protection 
against fire.

HAT Andrew Graham Murray. whose 
son and daughter-in-law spent last 
summer at Newport, should be will- 
ing to resign his seat in the cabinet 
as secretary for Scotland for a seat on

And it usually car- 
riew with it a peerage, as in the present in- 
stance, King Edward having already notified 
Andrew Graham Murray of his intentions of 
raising him to a seat in the house of lords. 
Andrew Graham Murray is married to a 
sister of Mrs. George Keppel. and is a son 
of the late Thomas Graham Murray, who Is 
senior partner of the great Edinburg firm of 
lawyers known as Tods, Murray & Jamie- 
son. The family halls Perthshire, and 
the new peer was educated at Harrow and 
Cambridge, was the champion racquet player 
at Harrow, and played in his college eleven 
at the university. He has been engaged in 
almost every case of importance in the 
Scotch courts during the last twenty years, 
has sat in parliament, stands particularly 
high in the favor both of the king and of 
the prince of Wales, and has a beautiful 
place in Perthshire known as Stenton, near 
Dunkeld, om the most picturesque portions 
of the Tay and nearly opposite Murthly cas- 
tle. His eldest son, the one over here last 
summer, is married to the handsome 
ter of Sir David Baird of Newbyth. 


The new earl of Kenmare, having married 
the Hon. Elizabeth Baring, is brother-in-law 
of the Hon. Hugo Baring, representative in 
this country of the famous English banking 
house that bears his name, and makes his 
home.in New York. Another brother of the 
new countess of Kenmare is the daughter of 
the late Pierre Lorillard, who, after the 
dissolution of her marriage with T. Suffern 
Tailer of New York, became the wife of 
Cecil Baring, next heir to the earldom of 
his eldest brother, Lord Revelstoke. Lady 
Kenmare ts tali and graceful, perhaps more 
pleasant looking than beautiful. She cares 
more for the country than for London, and 
has until now made her home at her Killarney 
house In Ireland. Her great interest in life 
seers to be the furtherance of Irish industry, 
and she has established a furniture factory 
in Kerry, which is successful, and where 
beautiful and artistic articles are designed 
and executed 

Her husband, Lord Kenmare, until now has 
filied the office of master of the horse to the 
viceroy of Ireland and distinguished himself 
at the time of the collapse of the house of 
Baring, some ten or fifteen years ago, by 
coming forward voluntarily and surrender- 
ing to the liquidators the entire amount of

As.every one knows, the 
liquidation, though it took a number of years, 
eventually resulted in the payment of all the 
obligations of the firm with the assets, so 
that Lord and y Kenmare eventually re- 
ceived their money back, which does not, 
however, in any way diminish the merit of 
the sacrifice which they had offered to make 
for the sake of the name of Baring.

She had determined that this chapel 
should be perfect of its kind, and of exquisite 
proportions, with an altar of transparent 
onyx, the walls inlaid with Italian paintings, 
its silver candlesticks incrusted with coral, 
and its rare old vestments, it ts certainly a 


of the house is the beauty of the door han- 


richly chased and wonderfully enameled 
watch cases, while the great dining room is 
tapestried with old Spanish embossed leath- 
er. In’fact, the late Lord Kenmare seriously 
crippled his resources in building Killarney 
house. 

Although the latter is modern, yet the gar- 
dens are old, the grand Yew head surround- 
ing the old bowling green being the' finest 
in Ireland or Great Britain and having been 
often vaunted by poets. Indeed, the lands 
have been in the possession of the Browne 
family, of which Lord Kenmare ts the head, 
since the days of Queen Elizabeth. Under 
father, Henry VIII., the Brownes had 
their seat at Totteridge in Herefordshire and 
at Croft in Lincolnshire. But in 1583 Queen 
Elizabeth appointed Sir Valentine Browne 
surveyor of escheated lands in Ireland. Five 
years later he purchased from Donald ear! 
of Glentarée lands and manors in the counties 
of Kerry and Cork and obtained from Queen 
Elizabeth, who was fond of him, a grant of 
all the estates 6f Lord Gleneare on the latter 
dying without issue. For a time all these 
great landed possessions of dhe Brownes 
were confiscated owing to théir foyalty to 
King James II. and to the Stuart, that is to 
say, the Jacobite, cause, and it was not until 
the end of the eighteenth century that the 
peerages which they now hold—namely: the 
earldom and the baron of Kenmare and the 
viscounty of Castlerosse—were confirmed to 
them by King George III. 

The late Lord Kenmare was a handsome 
and stately man, who as lord chamberlain 
assisted in the presentation of many Amer- 
ican women to the late Queen Victoria and 
of many American men to King Edward 
when prince of Wales at the St. James pal- 
ace levees. His son and heir has inherited 
his good looks, though, according to all ac- 
counts, these have been impaired by a bad 
accident with which he met while out hunt- 
ing the other day, when he was not only 
thrown but kicked in the face. 


Apropos of the levees at St. James palace, 
Americans who attend them this year will 
have difficulty in recognizing that at one 
time royal abode, at any rate ae far as the in- 
terior is concerned. All its somber character, 
and, to put it mildly, its dinginess, have dis- 
appeared. The grand staircase is now bril- 
liant in white and gold, which has also been 
adopted as the predominant note im the re- 
decorations of the state apartments. The 
best pictures have been retained, but many 
of the indifferent ones have been removed, 
their place being taken by paintings of more 
actual interest, the place of honor being 
accorded to the picture representing the open- 
ing of the first commonwealth parliament in 
Australia by the prince of Wales.

“ The Fortunes of the King,’’ in which Mr. 
Hackett and his company are appearing this 
week at the Grand opera house, is a melo- 
drama of the historical-romintic type. The 


type is thofoughly familiar to all persons who 


have patronized the theater for any length 
of time during the last five or‘ten years: 
The first specimens that were offered were 
dramatizations of some strongly romantic 
novel. Then the historical novel arrived and 
our stage was flooded with play versions of 
these rapidly selling and quickly forgotten 
books. 7 

Now we seem to have arrived at the peri 
in the decline when fair women take to fixi 
up historical incidents into pretty tales of 
romantic love and offering them to us as 
plays. Feminine sympathy and refinement 
leave their unmistakable trace on these gen- 
tle dramolets. Masculine bravery and chiv- 
alry are placed upon a pedestal so that all 
who are near may worship, woman’s virtue 
and fair name aré kept unsullied, though 
they be dragged through whole morasses of 
sin and calumny, and villainy, thrive though 
it may for three placid acts is certain in the 
fourth to,fall crushed and defeated by tri- 
umphant virtue. 

No historical hero or heroine is permitted 
to have enough of stain left. on a character 
to -make that character seem even human- 
ly respectable, and no slightest hint of 
wrongdoing is allowed to lend aught of inter- 
est to anything these saints of the stage 
are made to do. A week or two ago we had 
the wanton Jane Shore whitewashed and 
cleansed until she was a snowy model of 
wronged innocence and chastity. Now we 
have the licentious Charles Stuart of Eng- 
land fumigated, calsomined, and perfumed 
uhtil he becomes a masculine so flawless in 
moral rectitude that the hero in the book 
presented to the Young Person asa “ reward 
of merit” in the Sabbath school is a wild 
and dissolute monster by comparison. That 
woman, fair woman, should be the one thus 
to place historical fact aright, and incident- 
ally sweeten our modern stage, is but fitting. 
Her influence has ever been of the most bene- 
ficent, and now that she has turned her at- 
tention to the drama the theatrical millen- 
nium may well be deemed not far away. 


To find any fault with “ The Fortunes of 
the King” were as futile as it would be un- 
gracious. The theatergoer who likes a nice 
story*book story, with all its pretty romance, 
its improbabilities, and its happy ending 
will enjoy seeing the performance Mr. Hack- 
ett and his company give. Those who pre- 
fer something closer to everyday existence 
and reality will do best to remain away. 
The play is well acted+better, some may 
think, than it meritse—and the mountings 
and costumes are all of the best. The liker 
of such a play will therefore find the per- 
formance in every way to his taste. And ff. 
paying his money for what he likes he gets 
his money’s worth, who that is of different 
liking shall lessen his pleasure by saying that 
the evening seemed poorly spent? 

For the guidance of possible patrons it may 
be set down here that “‘ The Fortunes of the 
King’”’ shows us Charles Stuart just after the 
battle of Worcester, when that future mon- 
arch, defeated and with a price set on his 
head, was endeavoring to make hid escape 
to France. He comes to a yeoman’s hut, dis- 
guises himself as a woodsman, and being 
discovered by the Roundheads {fs saved by 
the quick wits of a young gentlewoman who 
has met him the day beforeand fallen deeply 


in love with him. He, of course, returns her | 


passion, but keeps her in ignorance of his 
true identity. There are three more acts de- 


voted to his flight to the coast, and In them 


adventures crowd close upon each other. He 
finally escapes. thanks to the marvelous as- 
sistance of the young woman, and the love 
episode is supposed to find its completion in 
her promise to fly with him to the end of the 
world if need be. 

It’s all romantic in an unnatural, forced 
way, and the theatrical creaks 
many a time and loudly. Mr. Hackett has 
a role which enables him to wear becoming 
costumes, to play the typical stage king in 
disguise, to make love gracefully, to fight 2 
duel, and to do all the things which he likes 
to do and can do well. Miss Walker, as the 
ubiquitous young woman, is most fair to look 
upon, is pleasant to hear, and “ acts up” 
to Mr. Hackett in model manner. The part

“THE TREATY MAKING POWERS. 


[From the New York Times, Feb. 14.] 
The. clearest short account of how the 
treaty making power came to be as it is, as 
also how many of the other compromises 
of the constitution canfe about, is to be found 
in Mr. John A. Kasson’s recent book, “ The 
Evolution of the Constitution of the United 
States.” Perhaps the most remarkable dis- 
closure made by his study of the debates in 
the convention is that the contention which 
the present president has reduced to practice 
was made only by one delegate—Mr. Mercer— 
who said plainly: “ The senate ought not 
to have the power of treaties. This power 
belonged to the executive department.” But, 
practically, the debate was not whether the 
senate should be associated with the presi- 
dent in the treaty making power, ‘but 
whether the president should be associated 
with the senate. 


* Hamilton’s Plan had been to invest the 


senate alone with the power to declare war, 
but to associate it with the president in ad- 
vising and consenting to treaties... But the 
committee of detail assigned to the senate 


alone the power of making treaties, with the 


correlative power of appointing ambassa- 
dors. 

The provision giving the senate full and 

exclusive power over treaties, says Mr. Kas- 
son, “ appears to have been accepted in the 
first instance by common consent.” The ar- 
gument “ab inconvenienti,” however, did 
not fail to be urged. “Mr. Madison spoke 
of the inconvenience of requiring a legal 
ratification of treaties, of alliances in case 
of war, and in many other cases.” “ Mr. 
Gorham called attention to many other dis- 
advantages if treaties of peace and all ne- 
gotiations are to be previously ratified, and 
if not previously the ministers would be at 
a loss how toa proceed.” 
Dr. Johnson found it anomalous “ that the 
acts of a minister with plenipotentiary pow- 
ers should depend for ratification upon an- 
other treaty. The British king had full au- 
thority to make treaties and ratify them, 
andif parliament refused to provide for car- 
rying them Into effect it was a violation of 
the treaty.’

ANOTHER SUPPOSED MRS. HOCH 
IS DISCOVERED IN AUSTIN. 


Mrs. Augusta L. Hoffman Declares She 
Is Positive the Bigamist Became Her 
Husband in Milwaukee. 


Another supposed wife of Johann Hoch, the 
bigamist, was discovered yesterday in Aus- 
tin. The woman, Mrs. Augusta L. Hoffman, 
wrote the police deciaring she is positive 
Hoch and @ man calling himself Frederick 
Hoffman, to whom she was married ten years 
ago, are identical.

Anna Hendrickson-Hoch. Their evidence is 
expected to show that the man’s attitude 
toward his wife was suspicious. 

The principal witnesses before the coroner’s 
jury wili be Dr. Lewke, the coroner’s physi- 
cian, and Dr. Haines, professor of chemistry 
and toxicology at Rush Medical college, who 
are engaged in a quantitative test for arsenic 
in the dead woman's digestive organs, the 
presence of the poison in the stomach having 
already been established. 


“It may be a week before we are able to 
state the exact amount of arsenic in the 
body,’” said Dr. Haines.
